Report of School Board 


We again present our annual report for the inspection of 
those interested in school affairs. We have had nine teachers 
in the fiveschools with 152 4-5 weeks inall. Taking into con- 
sideration the amount of money, the long distances chiJdren have 
to come aud the cold weather in January, it seems impossible to 
arrange for more than 31 or 32 weeks at most. We have been 
sorry to change teachers so often. The blame for this should lie 
on the teachers and parents as well as on the school board. It 
is agreed by all who have studied this matter that it is important 
for the ultimate solution of the rural school problem that its 
friends work together to the end that rural school tenures be 
lengthened. 

The teachers have done good work. Some do better than 
others, but the price paid tor wages is too small. Most of the 
teachers try to keep in touch with what is best in the new ideas, 
and some of the work done would command the respect of ex- 
perts. 

Excellent work has been done in language and geography. 
Much pains have been taken with spelling and writing, with 
very satisfactory results, especially among the younger ones. 
The school board are in favor of simplifying the work in arith- 
metic, spending ‘less time with puzzling problems and more 
with everyday practical ones. The country schools everywhere 
are making distinct progress in the direction of rational courses 
and the teaching of essentials. We must at least make the at- 
tempt to improve also. 

We have four small libraries belonging to the town besides 
one belonging to the children in South Acworth, and one loaned 
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by the State Woman’s Club. An attempt has been made to 
grade the schools as much as possible and still keep down the 
It is hoped that more can be done in this 
line in the future, and a workable system be agreed upon.

Report of Librarian 


Report of the Library, year ending Feb. 15, 1912 :— 

2,886 books and magazines were loaned, making a weekly 
average of 55. 

Nine new books have been given by friends, but none have 
been purchased by the Library. 

This year the trustees asked the town to pay the repair bills 
amounting to $12 S80, which it very kindly did. This leaves us 
a balance of $17 55, but if we had been obliged to pay these 
bills we would have drawn on our last years balance, a_ thing 
we try not to do. 

We would much rather pay for the repairs and have a sum 
of money voted expressly for the purchase of books, for we need 
a few added from time to time to keep up the interest of our 
patrons. As matters stand now we have to wait until the end 
of the year, and then if there is no money left the people do not 
have any new books. Please keep this in mind when voting at 
town meeting. 

A beginning has been made on the card catalogue and we 
hope to have it completed by next year. A cabinet for the pur- 
pose of holding the cards has been given by the committee 
which started the Acworth Book Club. If you do not belong 
to this Club please join and aid in making our Library as use- 
ful and up-to-date as any in the State. 

With many thanks to the kind friends who donate books 
and magazines and those who help in other ways, this report is 
respectfully submitted.
